ring

ra ting under a $l,000,000-a -y ea r 
police protection pa y off. ’ 
Leibowitz sentenced the former 
police officer to 30 da y s in ja il a nd 
fined him $250. 
The una nimous decision of the 
Appella te Court, however, left a 
lega l loophole for tra nsfer of the 
ca se to a nother court. 
The tribuna l sa id its findings 
were “ without prejudice” to the 
reca lling of Hofsa es a s a witness 
“ to compel rela tor to a nswer the 
question upon which the contempt 
proceedings wa s founded.

Sinuiju. No plane losses on either 
side were reported.

1949 and 1950. 
The Swedish Academy elected 
Faulkner, o f Oxfo rd, Miss., as win­ 
ner o f the 1949 prize—withheld 
last fall. 
This y ear’s prize was 
given to 78-y ear-o ld Russell, inter­ 
natio nally 
famed 
philo so pher, 
mathematician and mo ralist. 
The winners were selected fro m 
amo ng mo re than 50 candidates. 
TTiey will receive the awards fro m 
the new Swedish King, Gustaf VI, 
when the No bel Fo undatio n cele­ 
brates its 50th anniversary Dec.

—American N o v e l i s t William 
Faulkner and British Philosopher 
Bertrand Russell were awarded 
Nobel literary prizes today for 
1949 and 1950. 
The Swedish Academy elected j 
Faulkner, of Oxford, Miss., as win- ; 
ner of the 1949 prize—withheld 
last fall. 
This year’s prize was 
given to 78-year-old Russell, inter- j 
nationally 
famed 
philosopher, j 
mathematician and moralist. 
The winners were selected from 
among more than 50 candidates, j 
They will receive the awards from 
the new' Swedish King. Gustaf VI.

This year’s prize money totals 
164.303 krona ($31,715). while the

Local 
druggists 
are 
giving 
strong support to a nationwide 
campaign, now underway, aimed 
at reducing the accident toll and 
at educating the public to deal 
intelligently with injuries of all 
types when they occur, according 
to T. V. McShane, National Safe­ 
ty Council representative. 
More than 10,000,000 people are 
the victims of fatal or disabling 
accidents in this country each 
year, Mr. McShane states. He 
pointed out that every three sec­ 
onds an accident happens to some­ 
one! 
Additional 
millions suffer 
minor injuries which are not re­ 
ported because, though painful 
and potentially serious, they are 
neither fatal nor disabling. Many 
of this latter type are suffered in 
the victims’ own homes. 
Under the slogan, “Emergencies 
Don’t Wait,” the nationwide cam­ 
paign is aimed particularly at re­ 
ducing the number of home acci­ 
dents and at minimizing their con­ 


sequences. 
The ex act number of 
home accidents cannot be deter­ 
mined, but an indication that they 
run into astronomical figures is 
prov ided by the fact that the 
number of temporarily or perma­ 
nently disabling home accidents is 
approx imately 5,000,000 each y ear. 
In other words, home accidents ac­ 
count for about one-half the an­ 
nual, reported accident toll. 
While any serious home accident 
injury calls for the immediate at­ 
tention of a phy sician, Mr. Mc­ 
Shane points out that ev ery house­ 
wife can minimize the potentially 
serious consequences of injuries if 
her home is equipped with the ma­ 
terials required for the application 
of first aid while waiting the phy ­ 
sician’s call.

America’s leading business weekly, i 
that I have recently been putting 
my hard-earned pennies in a cer­ 
tain drug stock, many inquiries 
have come to me asking the rea­ 
sons. 
Hence, this week let me 
give ten reasons therefor. 
(I) Drug stocks fare well both 
in times of peace and war. 
In 
these uncertain days, when our 
country is “betwixt and between,” 
thc wise investor will not gamble 
on either peace or war. 
He will 
invest his savings in an industry 
which will be sale in either case. 
12) Some great new discoveries 
which may protect our 
families i 
against polio, arthritis, and per­ 
haps cancer are “on the way.” As i 
these 
come along drug 
stocks j 
should boom as television and 
electronic stocks boomed last year. 
(3) The chemists and pharma­ 
cists of drug companies are given 
especial consideration in connec­ 
tion with labor laws and perhaps 
the draft itself. 
They are recog­ 
nized as important workers a n d . 
entitled to such exemptions from ; 
rules and regulations as are pos­ 
sible to give. 
(4) Drug stores are permitted J 
by law- to be open any number of 
hours per day and seven days a 
week including Sundays and holi- J 
days. 
As the modern stores have 
lunch counters, this long opening 
period is a public convenience as 
well as necessity. 
(5) Drug stores usually have j 
the choicest locations in a city—at 
corners, or adjoining bus stations 
or at otherwise frequented locali- 1 
ties. 
Instead of owning thc prop­ 
erty, they rent so as to be able to 
move as the trading areas of thc 
city change. 
< 6 > Drug companies are con- < 
stantly increasing their lines of 
merchandise which is no longer 
limited to sick-room needs. From 
electric heating pads and gadgets 
for warming baby’s milk, modern 
drug stores now carry' most all j 
home electric appliances and—in 
addition- an unlimited variety of 
household supplies. 
(7) The public likes to buy at 
drug stores whatever these stores 
carry, both on account of the 
higher quality of the merchandise 
and the intelligence of the sales 
clerks. 
For several reasons the , 
drug industry insists upon higher 
standards for their employes than I 
any other group. 
<8> Earnings of drug stocks are 
now temporarily depressed due to 
the industry’s overexpansion dur­ 
ing the past five years and the 
need of new capital to pay there­ 
for. 
Tliis fact should now make j 
such stocks more attractive to the 
wise investor than other stocks 
which are, at the moment, very 
popular. 
t9> Drug companies, like other 
good merchandising corporations 
are especially good hedges against 
inflation. The capital of such com­ 
panies is almost wholly invested 
in commodities which rise in price 
as the purchasing power of the 
dollar increases. 
HO) There is also another per­ 
sonal reason for my investing in 
drug stocks.

Certainly, the drug industry is J 
both saving lives and improving 
the health and happiness of every 
community. 
I even look forward to the time ! 
when 
humanely-minded 
persons; 
who now seek positions in social i 
service, or in educational fields, or 
even in church work will see the 
great 
opportunity 
for 
helping 
others by serving in a high grade 
drug laboratory or store. 
When 
this time comes it should give the 
industry 
a very high standing 
which should result in a much 
greater volume of sales at a larger 
margin of profit.

Just a word regarding merchan- , 
dise stocks in general. 
I believe 
that most “store stocks” are pref­ 
erable to “manufacturing stocks.” I 
I hope to see the Dow-Jones In- 1 
dustrial Averages divided between j 
these two groups. 
Investors will 
be greatly surprised when this is 
done. 
Finally—for several rea­ 
sons—I prefer the “chains” to the 
large department stores—whether 
they are 
drug chains or variety 
chains or shoe chains. Moreover, 
chains which sell to women have 
better records than chains which 
sell only to men.

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MORE BALKY CONGRESS 
The Democratic Party has retained con­ 
trol of Congress, b ut hardly b y what could 
b e regarded as a working majority. More­ 
ov er the chief party spokesmen in the Sen­ 
ate hav e b een defeated. The Senate floor 
leader, Scott Lucas of Illinois, and the Sen­ 
ate whip, Francis J. Myers of Pennsylv ania, 
were v ictims of the Repub lican gains. This 
naturally is interpreted as a reb uke to ad­ 
ministration leadership in Congress. > 
With the loss in strength in b oth houses 
and this special b low in the Senate, the 
administration can expect the next Congress 
to b e ev en less responsiv e than the present 
one. President Truman has not enjoyed 
much success in winning specific legislativ e 
ob jectiv es in the Eighty-first Congress, de­ 
spite the presumption that the 
Demo cratic 
majority rode in on his coat-tails. He Is 
b ound to find it still more difficult to Influ­ 
ence the new Congress. 
It was predicted that the Independent 
v o ters wo uld decide mo st o f the critical ^co n­ 
tests. A g o o d 
many of the Co ng ressio nal v ic­ 
to rs will no w hav e occasion to declare that 
this was so , and to assume an air o f inde­ 
pendence fo r themselv es. The party in po wer 
apparently has kept just eno ug h to be held 
respo nsible fo r what Co ng ress do es, but no t 
.enough to hav e the decisiv e wo rd abo ut it 


RED CHINA’S ENTRY INTO WAR 
With the entry into the Ko rean fig hting 
o f a fresh army o f “ alien Co mmunist fo rces’’ 
as General MacArthur referred to the Chi­ 
nese Co mmunists, ev en the UN co mmander- 
in-chief apparently realizes that he spo ke to o 
so o n when he said that the Ko rean war 
wo uld be o v er so o n. Pushed back almo st to 
the Manchurian bo rder, the No rth Ko reans 
rallied and went o v er to the o ffensiv e. 
Pro bably they co uld no t hav e achiev ed this 
turnabo ut o n their o wn. They did it thro ug h 
reinfo rcements by an undetermined number 
o f Chinese Co mmunist tro o ps and the re­ 
ceipt o f new So v iet weapo ns, including self- 
pro pelled g uns, ro ckets, tanks and ev en jet 
fig hter planes. 
This co unter-effo rt hardly classifies as 
full-scale interv entio n by the Chinese Reds. 
If that had been the Co mmunist aim, it 
wo uld hav e made much mo re sense to hav e 
jo ined the battle lo ng befo re the United 
Natio ns fo rces were near Manchuria. 
Stalin seems to hav e settled upo n limited 
Interv entio n instead. Why ? 
Military o bserv ers are making much o f 
the fact that larg e hy dro -electric dev elo p­ 
ments impo rtant to the Manchurian eco no my 
lie o n the Ko rean side o f the bo rder. They 
believ e the Chinese may be bent primarily 
o n keeping co ntro l o f these facilities. 
Others put mo re stress upo n strictly mili­ 
tary and po litical facto rs. They see the Red 
rally as an effo rt, fo r o ne thing , to pin do wn 
UN fo rces thro ug h the bitter Ko rean winter, 
so they can’t be freed fo r rest and po ssible 
duty in o ther critical secto rs o f the wo rld. 
Furthermo re, it's felt this attempt to keep 
the bo rder areas in Red hands may be linked 
directly with a Russian desire to pro mo te 
pro lo ng ed g uerrilla warfare in Ko rea. The 
success o f g uerrilla fig hting In Greece was 
due larg ely to the fact that the rebels co uld 
mo unt their o ffensiv es fro m the territo ry o f 
surro unding Red natio ns. Once Yug o slav ia, 
the chief helper, clo sed its bo rder, the Greek 
g uerrillas did no t last lo ng . 
There’s also the v iew that this Ko rean 
"Battle o f the Bulg e’’ may help Co mmunists 
g enerally to salv ag e so me o f the “ face" they 
hav e lo st thro ug h the series o f defeats in­ 
flicted by UN fo rces^ince the Incho n landing . 
It is to o early to tell ho w effectiv e Stalin’s 
limited interv entio n will pro v e. Already it 
has made real tro uble fo r o ur fo rces. A 
battalio n o f the American First Cav alry 
Div isio n had to be abando ned in a Red trap. 
One thing is certain: The Reds can’t re­ 
capture the bulk o f No rth Ko rea aftd liber­ 
ate* So uth Ko rea witho ut co mmitting many 
mo re Chinese tro o ps than are no w eng ag ed. 
To do that wo uld be to risk Wo rld War HL

ELECTION TELEVISION 
This election has produced a startling new tech­ 
nique in electioneering. 
It was introduced b y 
Thomas E. Dewey. Dewey on Monday b efore Elec­ 
tion Day took time, ov er a period of 18 hours, on 
one telev ision network b lanketing the entire state 
of New York. 
This technique inv olv ed sending out teams to 
pick up questions from the man on the street to b e 
answered b y the candidate; to accept questions 
ov er the telephone to b e answered immediately. All 
this was shown on telev ision. 
Also, ev ery state­ 
ment made b y the opposing candidate was immedi­ 
ately answered. 
Charts, photographs, documents, 
letters, ev en newspaper clippings and headlines 
were exhib ited to the telev ision audience. 
And 
ev eryb ody in his entourage, including Mrs. Dewey, 
got into the act. 
, 
No prepared speeches were read; the candidate 
talking as he went along, jumping from one sub ­ 
ject to another. 
•I watched it for some time and realized that 
once telev ision reached maturity, this type of cam­ 
paigning will b e utilized b y most candidates and 
that it will hav e a tremendous political effect. 
Radio has in a measure confused the people. 
The speaker cannot b e seen. He might b e talking 
with his tongue in his cheek or laughing up his 
sleev e. If he possesses a good listening v oice, such 
as was the gift of Franklin D. Roosev elt, his audi­ 
ence will like him. He reads a prepared document 
from which he dare not depart lest he lose his tim­ 
ing. 
On telev ision, ev ery grimace of his face, ev ery 
wrinkle on his b row is v isib le. A candidate would 
hav e to b e a great actor to succeed in fooling the 
people on telev ision where his personality is v iv id­ 
ly exposed. I do 
w>t b lame some of the candidates 
who in this campaign ducked telev ision appear­ 
ances, particularly joint appearances where com­ 
parisons could b e made. 
At one stage of this telev ision show, Dewey’s 
opponent. Walter A Lynch, had in another studio 
of the same network made statements to which 
Dewey ob jected. 
Dewey immediately sent his 
secretary and newspapermen to inv ite Lynch to his 
telev ision show to deb ate the charges Lynch had 
made. 
Lynch declined in annoyance and walked 
out. 
Dewey told the story, with the fire of con­ 
tempt. ov er telev ision shortly after it happened. 
It was the unrestrained anger of a man in his own 
home. 
Telev ision can undo the harm of the radio v oice. 
It is no secret that in the 1944 campaign, on the 
famous occasion when Franklin D. Roosev elt sat in 
an open car through a parade during a constant 
downpour of rain to prov e that he was not a dying 
man—as was reported—he had ev idently too much 
to drink. 
M 
That night when he spoke at the Waldorf- 
Astoria, he was not altogether sob er. I personally 
checked ev ery detail of that occasion and there has 
nev er b een any doub t in my mind that, chilled to 
the b one, he had taken too many doub le martinis 
and was affected b y them, so that he giggled and 
hit tongue slipped, and there were other signs of 
inadequate control of the motor nerv es. 
Yet, hi* radio v oice was glorious that night ana 
the slips were generally attrib uted to techniques, 
except b y those who were there. 
On telev ision that would hav e b een impossib le.

He might ev en hav e lost the elec- 
on and thii nation would hav e b een spared the 
Yalta conference and his sudden death in office 
with its consequences. Telev ision at that moment 
would hav e b een like an X-ray of his personality. 
Radio has aided mediocre personalities who pos­ 
sess a v oice and a manner; telev ision can b ring the 
candidate b ack to the people where they can study 
Ms face, his personality in sharp outline. The 
close-up is something thfft the faker will dread. 
Of course, producers will work out techniques 
for hiding b lemishes, b ut most of them will fail. 
For the lights that shine so b rightly to make tele­ 
v ision possib le at all, force the speaker to b e him­ 
self. 
The psychology of it is that he feels that 
liaht* he cannot hide from it. 
Whenev er I hav e 
b een on telev ision, I hav e felt that light b urn 
me like a strong emotion. 
Professional actors 
speak of the lights; the amateur cannot withstand 
them. Those who fear, will av oid them. 
It will b e interesting to watch the dev elopment 
of this new technique and its political consequences.

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RED CHINA’S ENTRY INTO WAR 
With the entry into the Korean fighting 
of a fresh army of “alien Communist forces” 
as General MacArthur referred to the Chi­ 
nese Communists, even the UN commander- 
in-chief apparently realizes that he spoke too 
soon when he said that the Korean war 
would be over soon. Pushed back almost to 
the Manchurian border, the North Koreans 
rallied and went over to the offensive. 
Probably they could not have achieved this 
turnabout on their own. They did it through 
reinforcements by an undetermined number 
of Chinese Communist troops and the re­ 
ceipt of new Soviet weapons, including self- 
propelled guns, rockets, tanks and even Jet 
fighter planes. 
This counter-effort hardly classifies as 
full-scale intervention by the Chinese Reds. 
If that had been the Communist aim, it 
would have made much more sense to have 
joined the battle long before the United 
Nations forces were near Manchuria. 
Stalin seems to have settled upon limited 
intervention instead. Why? 
Military observers are making much of 
the fact that large hydro-electric develop­ 
ments important to the Manchurian economy 
lie on the Korean side of the border. They 
believe the Chinese may be bent primarily 
on keeping control of these facilities. 
Others put more stress upon strictly mili­ 
tary and political factors. They see the Red 
rally as an effort, for one thing, to pin down 
UN forces through the bitter Korean winter, 
so they can't be freed for rest and possible 
duty in other critical sectors of the world. 
Furthermore, it's felt this attempt to keep 
the border areas in Red hands may be linked 
directly with a Russian desire to promote 
prolonged guerrilla warfare in Korea. The 
success of guerrilla fighting in Greece was 
due largely to the fact that the rebels could 
mount their offensives from the territory of 
surrounding Red nations. Once Yugoslavia, 
the chief helper, closed its border, the Greek 
guerrillas did not last long. 
There’s also the view that this Korean 
"Battle of the Bulge” may help Communists 
generally to salvage some of the “face” they 
have lost through the series of defeats in­ 
flicted by UN forces since the Inchon landing. 
It is too early to tell how effective Stalin’s 
limited intervention will prove. Already it 
has made real trouble for our forces. A 
battalion of the American First Cavalry 
Division had to be abandoned in a Red trap. 
One thing is certain: The Reds can't re­ 
capture the bulk of North Korea and liber­ 
ate* South Korea without committing many 
more Chinese troops than are now engaged. 
To do that would be to risk World War IIL 
Unless Russia is ready for another global 
conflict—and no expert thinks she is—the 
risk isn't likely to be taken. 
Meantime, China's Red regime, by joining 
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MORE BALKY CONGRESS 
The Democratic Party has retained con­ 
trol of Congress, but hardly by what could 
be regarded as a working majority. More­ 
over the chief party spokesmen in the Sen­ 
ate have been defeated. The Senate floor 
leader, Scott Lucas of Illinois, and the Sen­ 
ate whip, Francis J. Myers of Pennsylvania, 
were victims of the Republican gains. This 
naturally is interpreted as a rebuke to ad­ 
ministration leadership in Congress. 
With the loss in strength in both houses 
and this special blow in the Senate, the 
administration can expect the next Congress 
to be even less responsive than the present 
one. President Truman has not enjoyed 
much success in winning specific legislative 
objectives in the Eighty-first Congress, de­ 
spite the presumption that the Democratic 
majority rode in on his coat-tails. He is 
bound to find it still more difficult to influ­ 
ence the new Congress. 
It was predicted that the independent 
voters would decide most of the critical .con­ 
tests. A good many of the Congressional vic­ 
tors will now have occasion to declare that 
this was so, and to assume an air of inde­ 
pendence for themselves. The party in power 
apparently has kept just enough to be held 
responsible for what Congress does, but not 
enough to have the decisive word about it.

This election has produced a startling new tech­ 
nique in electioneering. 
It was introduced by 
Thomas E. Dewey. Dewey on Monday before Elec­ 
tion Day took time, over a period of 18 hours, on 
one television network blanketing the entire state 
of New' York. 
This technique involved sending out teams to 
pick up questions from the man on the street to be 
answered by the candidate; to accept questions 
over the telephone to be answered immediately. All 
this was shown on television. 
Also, every state­ 
ment made by the opposing candidate was immedi­ 
ately answered. 
Charts, photographs, documents, 
letters, even newspaper clippings and headlines 
were exhibited to the television audience. 
And 
everybody in his entourage, including Mrs. Dewey, 
got into the act.

No prepared speeches were read; the candidate 
talking as he went along, jumping from one sub­ 
ject to another. 
•I watched it for some time and realized that 
once television reached maturity, this type of cam­ 
paigning will be utilized by most candidates and 
that it will have a tremendous political effect. 
Radio has in a measure confused the people. 
The speaker cannot be seen. 
He might be talking 
with his tongue iii his cheek or laughing up his 
sleeve. If he possesses a good listening voice, such 
as was the gift of Franklin D. Roosevelt, his audi­ 
ence will like him. He reads a prepared document 
from which he dare not depart lest he lose his tim­ 
ing. 
On television, every grimace of his face, every 
wrinkle on his brow is visible. 
A candidate would 
have to be a great actor to succeed in fooling the 
people on television where his personality is vivid­ 
ly exposed.

I write frequently about Meniere’s disease- 
partial loss of hearing, head noises, dizziness, and 
sometimes vomiting—because so many are afflict cd 
with it auld because in so many cases dimple 
methods of treatment give relief. Great relief is 
obtained by cutting down on all liquids, as too 
much water in the tissues in and adjoining the 
ear upsets the balancing canals in the ear and 
dizziness, head noises, and vomiting result. Relief 
is obtained as well by use of nicotinic acid and 
histamine, and blowing out the eustachian tubes 
which carry the air from back of throat to middle 
ear. creating air pressure against the inner side 
of the eardrum to balance the air pressing against 
the outer aide. 
Some months ago, Dr. G. Selfridge, in Archives 
of Ear and Throat, Chicago, in naming the various 
conditions causing Meniere’s disease mentioned 
deficiencies of vitamins, especially vitamin B. It 
is, therefore, of interest to learn more about vita­ 
min B from another authoritative source. • 
In Archive* of Ear and Throat Dr. M. Atkin­ 
son states that, while all the methods of treatment 
mentioned above undoubtedly give some relief, the 
general physical condition of the patient with 
Meniere's disease may not be improved. While these 
methods improved the hearing and gave relief from 
noises and dizziness, they do not improve the gen­ 
eral nervous condition or improve the structure of 
the nerve cells themselves.
